Dz J. F. Pace was yesterday hon-
ored by his party with & nomination,
a graceful compliment, one deserved
under the ciroumstances, and most
worthily bestowed.

But he wms nominated for
an office in which no wva-
caney exista, Were this May, 1890,
such & nomination would be in order.
As it is 1838, and as there is no state
senator to elect from this county, it is
a matter of question why the nomina-
tion was made, apart from a desire to
compliment the nominee.

State senator Gray was inferviewed
last evening in reference to the nomi-
nation by the Democratic convention
ol & candidate for state senator.

He says “the nomination is a ridicu-
lous one, and the idea that a vacanoy
cxists is preposterous on the face of it.
At the time the law, which is plain
and explicit, was onscted, it was
thoroughly disenssed by both Demo-
crats and Republicans, clesrly nnder-
stood and fully agreed to”

The act redistricting the state into
sanstorisl and representative dis-
tricts and fixing the number of senn-
tors and representatives in the legis-
lative assembly was passed at the last
session of the legislature, and was ap-
proved February 17th, 1887,

After reciting and specifying the
constitution of each senatorial and
lagislative district, section 5 says:

“Senators holding over represen-
ting districts composed of more than
one county shall, when the districts
have been changed by this act, be
considered senators of the districts
created by this aet in which they re.
side.”

This seems plain enongh for any
one to understand. J. H. D. Gray
was elected legally state senator from
the then senatorial district of Clatsop,
Columbia and Tillamook in 1886 to
serve as by law required for four years.
He is therefore a “hold over” senator.
When the distriet was changed to em-
brace only Clatsop county if he had
been a resident of Columbia or Tilla-
mook counfy, thiscounty wonld now
be without o state senator and there
wonld properly be an election to €l
the vacancy.

But the aet specificslly says that
when the district is changed the hold
over senstor ghall be considered a
senator from fhe distriet in which he
resides. BState senator Gray resides
in Qlatsop county. Clatsop county
is a senatorial distriet, and he being a
“hold over” semator there is no vs-
cancy.

To argue this further is unneces-
sary fo those who can understand it
and nseless to those who cannot.

T. COLEMAS,
The Firm Always Made Noney Out of Salmon.

In an interview by a re
Ban Francisco Bulletin wi
man last ‘[vesday:

“What are vour plans for the future,
Mr. Coleman?” asked the reporter. i

“My plans are to pay my debis in fall,’
he answered. *I bope we shall realizs on
our sssets to the extent we now antici-
pate, and if we do, we shall pay every-
body in full. That, at least, shall be my
ambition. If I can’t do it with the assets
I have, I shall go to work and do it be-
fore I die. Fortonately, I am not a very
old man. My heaith is good and I bave
uonfirlarn'b{e strength left for such a
tank.”

“It haa been siated that the Alsska
Commercial Company was interested with
your firm in the sslmon business, and
that you are indebted to it. Is that so?™

“No,sir. Neither the Alaska Company,
Mr. Sloas, nor Baker & Hamilton are
creditors of onrs. We owe neither of
them s dollar. When this buosiness is
cleared up it will be found square and
clean-cut. There are mo intricate eom-
plications to be worked ont. We have
simply lost money in earrying on legiti-
mate bosiness and have involved none of
our frienda.”

“‘Waa the attempt of your firm to con-
trol the salmon trade & factor in your
failore?”

“No; wa bave always made money out
of sglmon.”

“How about California fruit? Yoor
firm has been heavy handlers of that, es-
pecially raisins, has it not?™

*We lost like the devil on fruit last
year,” said Mr. Coleman with animation.™

he market was inflated here and we
purchased heavily on the prospect. Low
prices, a ant market, bad handling
and the bad results of the work of our
eastern correspondents did the rest,
Failure to realize on our borax property,
owing to the gloomy futare of that min-
eral when on the free list and in compe-
tition with the foreign article, and the
losses of our firm on dried fruits last
yesr, tell the whole story.”

“Can you give me an idea of the losses
